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Bradford House Future Up To Ballot 


The 72-year-old Bradford House, 
the home of the founder of the city of 
Placentia, received still another 
reprieve last Tuesday night, to give 
the Placentia voters an opportunity 
to determine its fate. 

The decision came after an hour 
and a half of debate among city 
council members, divided decisively 
three to two. 

The decision followed speakers 
from the floor who urged the council 


to place the measure on the April 13 
ballot. 

Speaking out against that course 
of action were Councilmen Robert 
Langer and Jack Gomez who offered 
a motion that the house be 
demolished. This action lost by one 
vote. 

The council conclusion followed 
18 months of dialogue on whether 
the two story home, which fronts 
Palm Drive, between Kraemer 


Boulevard and Bradford Avenue, 
should be preserved as a heritage 
house or some accompanying use. 

A group of Placentia citizens, 
forming the Placentia Founder's 
Society have sought for 18 months to 
preserve the home, at the same time 
attempting to accumulate funds to 
condition it for public safety. 

This group, through spokesman 
Don Holt, Tuesday night, returned 
the problem back to council 


shoulders. 

‘‘When it comes to a heritage 
house, it is not everybody’s most 
awe inspiring project,’’ Holt advised 
the council. 

Holt continued: ‘‘We were a 
young, new inexperienced organiza- 
tion and we have just not been able 
to raise the active interest in those 
who would like to see the house 
stay.”’

recent newspaper campaign and 
luncheon for business and commun- 
ity leaders. ‘‘We réceived five phone 
calls and one letter. To say the least 
it was extremely disappointing.”’ 

Council tempers flared briefly at 
the end of the long discussion as the 
split between the two council 
factions led to a sharp discourse on 
whether the measure should be 
placed on the ballot.

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HERITAGE OR HEADACHE? 

Three members of the Placentia 
City Council recently refused to 
make an irrevocable decision. 

Demolishing the Bradford Home. 

Instead the council turned the 
final determination back to the 
people...to resolve whether this 
house of 1904 vintage shall become 
part of our heritage. Or whether it 
shall be leveled. 

Conscientious voters may find the 
decision no easier than did the city 
council. Save for those who wish to 
vote on sentiment and emotion. 
Pragmatic voters may discover the 
resolution troublesome. 

Before anyone votes to determine 
the fate of the two story green frame 
home of Albert Sumner Bradford, 
the founder of the city of Placentia, 
he should insist on a look inside. The 
charm of the building is not in its 
outside wrapping. 

The next mental exercise is to 
divine a use for the building. Shall it 
stand empty so that we can walk 
around it and look at its form and 
shape? If this is its only purpose, 
would the area beneath it not be 
better used as a part of the passive 
park which will be developed from 
the 22 acres around it? 

Both the home and the grounds 
were presented to the citizens of 
Placentia by the Bradford heirs. 

Letting it stand and looking at it 
will be the last expensive way to 
enjoy it. Fitting it for any other kind 
of public use beyond that, begins to 
cost a considerable amount of 
money. 

Ironically, the members of the 
Placentia Founders Society, who 
have fought so valiantly to save the 
home, had finally given up on their 
cause. They found they were unable 
to arouse sufficient public interest to 
accumulate enough money to meet 
the requirements for safe public use. 

For money would have to be spent 
if the home is to serve any purpose 
other than a landmark. 

Making it a specimen heritage 
home would be the most costly of all 
and would require the expense of 
taking it back to its original mint 
condition. Completing that design, 
furnishings that were in the house, 
for the most part, are no longer 
available. 

What other purpose might the 
stately home serve? And are we 
willing to pay for its maintenance, 
safety and upkeep? 

It has been suggested that the 
house might be a cultural arts center 
on an interim basis. If it is true that 
this city needs a larger cultural arts 
center than the stately home can 
provide, what purpose would it 
serve after this type of activity 
moved on to more’ expansive 
quarters? 

A roving art gallery center is 
another suggested use. How much 
would it cost to equip the house for 
this endeavor, including the 
necessary parking? Would Placentia 
citizens visit it frequently enough to 
justify its existence? What would the 
expense be of such an operation? 
Personnel would undoubtedly be 
required to organize it and keep it 
functional. 

The house may well become a 
political issue in the upcoming city 
council race, and if nothing more, 
may serve to bring out a larger vote 
than Placentia’s usual meager 
showing. 

What other purpose it might serve 
the citizens of Placentia is now the 
responsibility of each and every one 
of us. 

If we the voters decide to tear the 
house down it will, of course, be just 


as irrevocable. BETTY MEAD

Unique Placentia Reunion; 


Almost The Whole Dang Family

Showing considerable Yankee 
ingenuity, 21 members of the Dang 
family, who a short time ago called 
Saigon home...before the Commu- 
nists took over...managed to stage a 
reunion in Placentia last week. 

They have traveled in from 
Pennsylvania, Arizona, and other 
points, as the strange refugee 
program operated by the United 
States government, had left them 
scattered in a variety of places. 

Not present to witness the 
celebration was their mother, still in 
Saigon with a son and daughter, 
none of whom were able to flee the 
country. 

Their mother had been the one 
who had risked her life to transport 
them from North Vietnam to South 
Vietnam, seven years after their 


father had been killed by the 
Communists. 


They have heard nothing of her 
whereabouts. Nor have they been 
able to get a message of any kind to 
her. 

On the more cheerful side at the 
partial family reunion was one 
exuberant All American citizen, 
Pensy Duyen, born in the state of 
Pennsylvania and thereby named for 
that fact. He owns the family’s first 
bona fide American citizenship. 

Sponsored for the most part by 
segments of the Lutheran Church, to 
whom they are especially grateful, 
the Dangs first left their native 
shores on the last day of evacuation. 
The turmoil of that occasion still 


brings frightened memories. They 
left by whatever means at hand, 


ship, helicopter, plane. 

Allarrived on Guam at one time or 
another and their paths then led to 
redistribution center at Fort Chaffee 
in Arkansas and Indian Town Gap in 
Pennsylvania. 

They credit the Red Cross with its 
efforts to locate each segment of the 
family and relay the news to the 
others. But being scattered across 
the North American continent was 
not the way they wished to live in the 
United States of America. 

This week all seven adults located 
in a Placentia residence were 
looking for jobs in an around the 
clock effort. A newspaper picture 
had to be postponed three times as 
they followed leads seeking some 
way to provide for their families. 

The three young families (another 
sister is not married), have a total of

Paramedic Program 
May Cause New Tax 


Placentia and Yorba _ Linda 
residents may get an opportunity to 
vote on whether they want to 
continue their paramedic service 
and also on how the increasingly 
expensive program will be funded. 

Concern at county level now is 
how to support the paramedics 
which could turn out to be a $6 
million program countywide. 


Ken -Mays, assistant administra- 
tive officer of Orange Courty, said 
this week that under present 
consideration is some type of county 
service area tax which would provide 
sufficient funds to keep the 
ambitious program rolling. 


This could be anywhere trom 5S to 
1S cents per $100 assessed valuation 
property tax. No decisions have 
been made as to amount or even if 
this would be the best way to fund 
the program, he explained. 


There is however, likelihood that 
some method of financing will 
appear on the June election ballot, 
he said. ‘‘A study is going on,’’ he 
confirmed. This method, also, would 
put the program directly under the 


authority of the Orange County 
supervisors. 


The level of service desired by 
county residents would determine 
its cost, Mays confirmed. He 
explained that because the para- 
medics program is relatively new 
and still not structured as one overall 
county program, efforts to consoli- 
date it are anticipated. 


Mays explained that even if the $6 
million figure were the one chosen 
‘that would mean just $3.50 a head 
for each person in the county.’’ 

Mays added that he expected the 
consideration to appear on the 
supervisors’ agenda ‘‘in a week or 
so. 


The county's current cost of its 
paramedics program, which _in- 
cludes service to Placentia, Yorba 
Linda, five other cities, and the 
unincorporated areas, along with 
the cost of a training center, has 
reached $1.7 million. That is 
approximately a four time increase 
over its beginning expense two 
years ago.

A Senior Citizens Nutrition

N. Bradford Ave., the city’s Social 
Service Department reported this 
week.

Daily activities will include 
sing-a-longs, cards, bingo, crafts 
and special entertainment as well as 
information regarding Medicare, 
Medical and Social Security.

Mayor Pro Tem _ Callahan 
interjected: ‘‘I think it is a tragedy to 
consider running a_ bulldozer 


through a building which was built 
by the founder...the man who laid 
out this city. He was the architect 
and designer of this city.”’ 

Mayor Robert Lyons declined to 
vote to save the house because of the 
small public opinion he has received 
but was a strong advocate of placing 
the decision up to the people. 

‘IT have a lot of personal interest in 
seeing that the Bradford House is 
retained because I think it is a 
valuable historical site in our city 
and because I just hate to see old 
houses in good shape torn down. I 
think, however, there seems to be 
absolutely no public interest in the 
Bradford House. I believe that we 
could open the Bradford House as a 
museum or a cultural center with 


/ 


minimum funding.”’ 

‘‘I believe with the people who are 
here tonight, that the majority of the 
citizens of Placentia think that house 
is going to be saved until the day the 
damn thing is knocked down and 
then we’re going to be a bunch of 
bums...the same way we are after 
every stupid palm tree that’s 
knocked down and everybody finds 
out the day after it comes down,”’ 
Lyons continued. 

Councilman Gomez objected to 
putting the decision on the ballot: 
‘‘There are three members here who 
are willing to vote for it, that’s fine. 
We should do it. Why go to the 
voters? Let the city council decide. 
I'm not afraid to vote yes or no one 
way or the other. Why vacillate? 
Why not bite the bullet like we’re 
supposed to?”’ 


Lyons: ‘‘I'd rather have a 
mandate of the people than a 
personal opinion.”’ 

Councilman Langer added: 
‘‘We're talking about spending 


$100,000. We’re not even talking 
about the cost of maintaining it. It 
could be 25 to $30,000 a year or 
more.”’ 

Councilman George De Jesus 
spoke: ‘‘I’m at a loss to understand 
the inconsistency at the other end of 
this table. These two councilmen 
speak of vacillating. I can recall in 
the very recent past, the two wanted 
us to go to the people on the 
fireworks and on the (council) 
expenses. I would submit that going 
to the people is a very good idea. | 
think this property is worth keeping 
for restoration.”’ 

After Lyons’

Alternate #1: widens on both sides 
of the centerline. Advantages listed 
are: removal of homes on the south 
side eliminating a major factor in the 
accident potential of going into and 
backing out of private driveways into 
the main traffic stream. It also would 
eliminate some of the objects 
causing ‘blind intersections on the 
south side of the street. 

The report further states that the 
straight alignment designated is a 
desirable factor. The alignment also 
would remove the Southern 


California Water Company elevated 
water tower, a landmark on the 
avenue. The study states that a 
seismic evaluation has listed the 
tank as a potential hazard in case of 
major ground motion from an 
earthquake. 

Alternate #2: this route widens on 
the north side of the street. Some

eliminated. The report continues. 
‘A potential problem exists in the 
form of a visibility obstruction at 
Walnut Avenue. If Walnut Avenue 
is not closed to Chapman Avenue on 
the south, traffic northbound will 
have a serious visual impairment of 
westbound traffic due to the 
curvature of the roadway at that 
point.’’ 

On this route, the water tower 
would remain.

Alternate #3, southerly route: 
This route eliminates some backout 
driveways and follows a straight 


line. 

The report states: ‘‘It also has a 
potential advantage in that the right 
of way acquisition would require 
taking entire parcels on the south 
side.

facilities.”’ 

Alignment three would remove 
the water tower. 

Alternate #4, which has been 
recommended by the authors of the

traversing the intersection. How- 
ever, this problem can be minimized 
through use of raised land markers 
and delineation lines in the 
intersection.”’ 

This route curves from north to 
south. The water tower would 
remain. Some backout driveways 
would be removed. 

Alternate #5: southerly route. 
Several backout driveways are 
eliminated. ‘‘Alignment #5 has a 
potential advantage in that the right 
of way acquisition would require 
taking entire parcels on the south 
side. This would give the flexibility 
for additional street widening to 
provide for a bicycle lane and bus 

* stop facilities,’ the report mentions. 

‘‘From an engineering point of 
view, this alignment alternative is 
quite satisfactory.”’

The engineering report also 
considers the closing of Walnut 
Avenue and Main and Alta Streets, 
all on the south side of Chapman 
Avenue. 

In explanation of this, the survey 
states that closing the streets would 
eliminate needless traffic on 
residential streets; would improve 
traffic safety and movement on 
Chapman Avenue and provide 
better left turn facilities on 
Chapman. 

Disadvantages might be, the 
feport outlines: additional travel 
distance for residents of the closed 
streets; slightly heavier traffic 
volumes on the cross streets still 
open; slightly longer response times 
for emergency’ services and 
additional right-of-way require- 
ments for cul-de-sac construction. 


Street, the report states: ‘‘The 
present ‘‘T’’ intersection of Alta 
Street with Chapman Avenue is 
undesirable because of its proximity 
to the ‘‘T’’ intersection of Anned 
Drive with Chapman Avenue, which 
is approximately 70 feet easterly.

The idea of making a map 
of the world in wood 
appeared quite intriguing 
and unexpectedly. Intrigu- 
ing in the fact each wood 
specimen would come from 
the. country it was to 

t represent and unexpectedly 

F in the fact that the idea 
came about through a 
chance remark. 

The challenge of a map of 
the world in wood presented 
itself over seventeen years 
ago in the month of April 
1958. Little was it then 
realized that this would 

| prove to be the most 
interesting, educational, 
blessed, problem infested 
challenge, linked with 
suspicion and surveillance, 
that this craftsman has ever 
or ever will undertake 
again. I say craftsman for 
we lovers of wood and 
woodworking are such in all 
our different specialities of 
woodcraft. 

Such also was the 
challenge of the World Map 
Project, plagued with politi-

U.S., tracing the U.S. 
outline on white paper and 
projecting the negative on 
this outline until it fit. 

The decision to obtain 
wood specimens direct from 
forestry departments of the 
countries of the world was 
favored since this proce- 
dure would provide me with 
properly identified wood 
specimens and the most 
likely source of the variety 
of sizes that would be 
needed, solid pieces’ a 
minimum of a half inch 
thick. 

Now where are the 
addresses one could get and 
write for wood specimens 
such as those desired and 
worthy of the project. 

Most all research and 
correspondence up to this 
point was devoted to finding 
the map and a small portion 
regarding the availability of 
wood specimens. In any 
research program, the best 
place to go is the local 
library. To this day the 
knowledge obtained 
through the years of 
research never ceases to 
amaze me, the knowledge 
of so many beautiful ana 
wonderful trees in this 
world and their functions. A 
most favorable list of 
desired specimens was soon 
compiled. The only list 
needed now was, ‘‘Where 
do I write and get them?’’. 

The Agriculture Depart- 
ment in our nation’s capitol 
provided a list of all state 
forestry departments in the 
U.S. and a few of foreign 
countries. That was it, and 
somewhat disappointing. 
However, knowing that 
solution to problems occur 
at the most unusual times, 
places, and even manner, 
the disappointment easily 
transformed into determin- 
ation and a keen sense of 
observation for that solu- 
tion. 

A short time later, while 
leafing through a friend’s 
copy of Home Craftsman 


tioned keen sense of 
observation saw the. possi- 
ble solution to the 


Unpredictable solutions 
to various problems contin- 
ued to enhance the possible 
success of the project. It 
became necessary at this 
time to enlist the aid of the 
United Nations and the 
embassies of the world. 
From New York came the 
addresses of all the 
countries in the UN and 
from Washington came all 
the addresses of the 
embassies of the world. To 
éach wWas' dispatched a 
request for the forestry 
department address of their 
country. The response was 
unbelievable. The local 
library provided the addres- 
ses of all our embassies 
throughout the world. 
Newspaper editors around 
the world provided the 
remaining information re- 
quired. > 

To say the least, many of 
our ambassadors were quite 
surprised at a request for a 


source of wood specimens. 
And it was our ambassador 
to the Soviet Union that 
finally obtained and ship- 
ped to me a_ sufficient 
amount of lumber to 
provide the representation 
for that country. I received 
24 one by four by 40 inch 
pieces of Russian Birch. 
The USSR was the most 
difficult of all to obtain a 
specimen from. After near- 
ly nine years of correspond- 
ence to various organiza- 
tions and. departments in 
Moscow and Leningrad, our 
ambassador succeeded in a 
matter of weeks. 

Political situations in 
various parts of the world 
caused considerable delays 
in obtaining specimens. Ina 
number of cases the 
revolution of government 
overthrow had to be waited 
our before a specimen could 
be obtained, the waiting 
period usually a few years. 


In other cases, the corres- 
pondence reaching the right 
person determined the 
response time. Finland, for 
instance. After a number of 
years, the letter reached the 
right person. The immedi- 
ate answer, ‘‘How do you 
wish the specimen cut, what 
type of finish do you desire, 
and what type of po- 
lishing?.’’ On the other 
hand, inefficiency played its 
part also. Ethiopia advised 
me that a number ,of 
specimens ‘were deposited 
at the U.S. Embassy office 
for shipment to me. After a 
year I still received no 
specimens. Upon inquiry it 
was learned that Ethiopia 
went to the embassy and 
found the package of 
specimens in the corner 
where they were put a year 
ago. The specimens arrived 
in due time. 

Suspicion played its part

Through the years a 
number of major surgeries 
and other reasons delayed 
the progress of the map, 
mainly in the cutting stage. 
The process of collecting 
specimens was only slightly 
hindered on my part. 
Parcels of specimens fol- 
lowed me anywhere a 
temporary residence was 
established. 

The past few years were 
spent in cutting the selected 
specimens and putting 
them together for the final 
finish. After nearly 18 years 
it is finally completed. 
Negotiations are presently 
underway for a permanent 
display spot in our city’s 
new civic center. 

To my knowledge it is the 
only world map made, at 
least in the manner in this 
one was made. Due to the 
unstable political situation 
of the world today, I 
seriously doubt if another 
one could be made in the 
same manner. 


This is only a_ small 
portion of the many 
interesting and unusual 
facets of the project. 


Without seeing the map, 
one can only imagine the 
colors and grain of the 
woods. The stamps, corres- 
pondence, and signatures 
alone are unique, and could 
be a basis for other 
collecting hobbies. The list 
of addresses of world wide 
forestry departments are 
considered to be second to 
none. 

Through this project I 
found a wonderful group of 
people in all parts of the 
world, even though the 
world is not at its best 
behavior, but its best has 
been found in wood.

More than 600 
applications have been 
received at Western State 
University College of Law of 
Orange County for the 1976 
spring semester which 
begins January 19, 
according to Mary Ellen 
Brannen, Western State’s 
registrar. 

“This is a marked 
increase in spring applica- 
tions which is due to a 
unique admission policy,”’ 
said Mrs. Brannen. ‘‘To the 
best of our knowledge 
Western State is either the 
only law school, or one of 
the very few law schools, in 
the U.S. which permits 
spring-semester admission 
to the full-time, as well as to 


the part-time, law study 
programs. 
“This allows students 


who have completed their 
undergraduate education at 
the end of a fall semester or 
quarter to begin law study 
immediately, without the 
usual wait of up to eight 
months for admission in the 
following fall. 

‘‘Morever, when spring 
admission is combined with 
Western State’s unusual 
accelerated graduation
